The income from sheep is derived 
from tw) main sources, the wool clip 
and the lamb crop. Both of these can | 
be seriously effected by the ‘ceding of | 
the pregnant ewes during the winter | 
months. Improper feeding and the | 
lack of sufficient nutrients for the 
ewes may result in flabby, weak, un- | 
dersized goitred or dead lambs, 
Alfalfa hay is perhaps the only 
single roughage that contains enough 
amounts of nutrients to carry the 
ewes thrcugh the winter, Other hays 
and combinations can with supple- | 
mentation be used quite successfully | 
Oat hay (green feed) is not quite | 
satisfactory, and due to the weather 
this past summer much hay was lost 
and much of the oat crop was frozen, | 
the results being a lot of oat hay may 
be fed this winter. The frozen ae 
mature oat hay is low in energy 
value as well as todine, calcium and | 
cobalt, 
A mixture of 1 part bone meal, 1! 
part ground limestone and 1 part} 
“blue salt’ would provide the neces- | 
sary minerals. “Blue salt” has iodine 
and cobalt added to it. The energy 
value can be made up by feeding ‘4 
to 34 pounds of grain daily for eaci 
one of the ewes. This should keep the 
ewes in good condition and a sat- 
isfactory lamb crop could be ex- 
pected.

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Ask Disputes Handled 
Through School Act 


By Nonald F. Smith 

EDMONTON — ‘Two hundred 
delegates, members of Alberta's 
local school boards which this year 
will be responsible for spending 
nearly $50 million, met in Edmon- 
ton recenly to talk over mutual 
problems and debate methods of 
operation, 

leachers, their rights and train- 
ing, stirred the delegates to some 
of the most lively discussion as 
various groups clashed on whether 
teachers should have the right to 
strike and how much training they 
should have to attain a permanent 
certificate. 

Education Minister Anders 0, 
Aalborg, addressing the conven- 
tion on the opening day, gave the 
merest hint that the next session 
of the legislature would find it- 
self considering education matters, 
He said the government is aware 
of the growing burden the cost of 
education is placing on taxpayers 
and is studying the best way of 
reducing it. 

Which means, at least to most 
observers, that the government is 
attempting to arrive at the proper 
basis for putting more cash into 
the funds of local school boards 
without making it look too much 
like a straight gift. 

This year school grants total 
S18 million, including grants for 
construction purposes, 

In connection with money, the 
trustees passed a resolution ask- 
ing the federal government to make 
direct grants to the provinces to 
assist in meeting the costs of ele- 
mentary and secondary education, 
Also dealing with money, another 
resulution suggests that school 
trustees remuneration should be 
raised from $3.00 to 5.00 per board 
meeting. 

The question of whether — tea- 
chers should have the right to 
trike sparked sharp controversy 
during the convention's second day. 
It was touched off by a resolu: 
tion requesting that disputes bet- 
ween sehool boards and teachers 
be taken out of the Labor Act. 

The resolution was sponsored by 
the school committee of Newell 
County. The Newell delegate, Ben 
Plumer, felt it was deplorable that 
teachers can stop our education 
system by going on strike — part 
of a teacher's duty should be to 
maintain continuous service, 

Newell County, where teachers 
went on strike last summer for 
higher wages, also sponsored reso- 
lutions designed to restrict the 
power of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association, Both were defeated. 
They asked the government to re- 
move regulations which require 
teachers to belong to the ATA be- 
fore being allowed to teach and 
also to eliminate compulsory check- 
off of ATA dues. 

These resolutions met with 
strong opposition with trustees of 
the Crowsnest Pass area, where 
many of the men who sit on school 


| SHORN SHEEP: 
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boards hiring teachers also are 


members of United Mines Workers 
of America. Thus, no matter 

they felt as board members about 
the power of well-organized tea- 
chers, they are bound to defend 
the right of workers, including 
teachers, to organize and to strike. 

To some extent the matter was 
straightened out by Rudolph Hen- 
nig, of Fort Saskatchewan, who 
was elected for his eighth term 
as ASTA president. He suggested 
that everyone believes in collective 
bargaining but it was felt the bar- 
saining rights of teachers should 
¢ placed under the School Act 
rather than the Labor Act. ‘The 
resolution was reworded to make 
this point clear and was passed. 

A resolution calling for a mini- 
mum of two years’ training for 
permanent certification of teachers 
was defeated by the convention as 
rtiral delegates contended it would 
send teachers out of the classrooms 
and into university to better their 


qualifications, aggravating the 
boards hiring teachers also are 
teacher shortage.
